EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-6, 9-11,1 3-1 5, and 1 8-24 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the art of a game system comprising a plurality of game 
machines, a server in communication with the game machines, wherein each of the 
game machines are configured for playing different kinds of games from each other, 
wherein each of the game machines or the said server comprises a converting device 
for converting play-information into points, wherein the points have a trading value that 
can be unified throughout the different games and are tradable for game elements to be 
used in one of the games. In other words, for example, the game system allows a player 
to use accumulated points earned in a first game, wherein these points can be 
used/traded for items in a second game. As stated above, there is no teaching or 
suggestion in the art of the accumulation of points having a trade value unified through 
the games.
